“ I consider it a privilege and an 
honor to address you and welcome you, 
the represectatives 
of the common 
school 
system 
of 
Adams C ounty,” 
said President Granville of Gettysburg 
College, this morning at the opining 
session of the twentieth 
annual con­ 
vention of the Adams County Schiol 
Directors’ Association 
in 
the Court 
House. 
* I am rattier s stinger in 
Gettys 
burg myself, not yet having acquired 
a voting privilege but I cen testify t-j 
the warm welcome which I have 
re 
ceived at the bandi of the 
j'o p le of 
the town and Adams county, and I t n 
glad to be able to extend that same 
welcome 
to you. 
As 
president of 
Pennsylvania College, located ^here at 
Gettysburg, I am deeply interested in 
the work you 
are doing 
I cannot 
emphasize too strongly the imnoitance 
of the work of 
the common schools. 
The children who neglect their work 
here cause us trouide and are 
ineffi­ 
cient w hen they come to college. 
If 
the work in the schools is done well 
the colleges can serve you much latter. 
“ Though we have students from all 
over this state and 
from ueighlioring 
states our heart 
is 
here 
in 
Adams 
County and it is our desire 
to serve 
you well and in the liest manner possi­ 
ble. 


“ The time is past when people be­ 
lieved that all a teacher 
needed was 
what ne was expected 
to t ‘ach. 
A 
teacher should have more thau he lias 
to give out. 
He must know a great 
deal more or he will not In able to do 
bis work efficiently and a tut I college 
course will stand all teachers in good 
stead. 
“ The successful teacher is not the 
one who lays down a 
hard 
aud fast 
rule and makes it apply ta ail. hut one 
who can vaty his rules with the child 
ren with whom be has to deal. 
One 
of the greatest advt ices we have made 
in education is in the manner of ask 
ing questions, one scholar I fling askel 
the same question in an entirely differ 
ent manner from another. 
“ You farmers know how it (sin the 
matter of raising horses 
I was born 
and taised on m farm and trained many 
a horre and J know that many differ 
ent kinds of treatment were required 
to bring ab jut the desired results, one 
hot _e rt ju in tig one kind of training 
and another borne one wholly 
differ 
ent 
Ho it is with children. 
“ My first experience in teaching 
was iii a little country 
school in the 
west where the Indians us* J t i pier 
in at the 
windows to see what 
was 
going on. 
Here 
I found 
corporal 
punishment af olutely 
necessary to 
maintain 
discipline. 
At 
my next 
soh* ti it was entirely unnecessary and 
to all teachers will find different con­ 
ditions with which t i deal. 


“ As I have said, I a m heartily in 
sympathy 
with the common aclmols. 
It

received my first edu­ 
cation and it bes

advantages. 
I remember hearing thoro above

W hite House to their colleagues was 
that there must he a vote on the 
agreement at this session or coilgre-s 
will l*e s ailed back* 
Although Messrs. Crane ansi Carter 
declined to discuss their mission the 
news soon leaked out that the presi­ 
dent was insistent upon a vote. 
It Is said he made plain his belief 
that the country generally favors a 
reciprocal trade agreement with Can­ 
ada; that the McCall hill to put the 
agreement into effect will pass the 
house with a large majority, and that 
the senate would also pass it if given 
an opportunity to vote. 
Senate rules, which permit untram 
tneled ifbsi uasloo of a measure, are the 
principal harriers to a vote In that 
body.

Venerable Illinois Senator Objects to 


Suggestion That His Election W as 


Tainted lf Lorim er’s Was. 


Washington, Feb. 9.—Senator Shel­ 
by Cullom, senior senator from Illi­ 
nois, denied in the senate that a sin­ 
gle dollar had ever been corruptly 
Used iii any of his elections. 
lie declared the people of Illinois 
to la- as moral as those of any other 
stale, and said they could take care 
ot their own good name. 
This speech by the Illinois senator 
was the result of one made last F ri­ 
day bv Senator Bailey, of Texas, at 
the c lose of a speech by Senator Root, 
declaring Senator Jammer, of Illinois, 
was illegally elected. 
Mr. Bailey de- 
elari*d that if Mr. Root's logic were 
sound It would 
also invalidate the 
election of Mr. Cullom. 
Announcing that he took the floor 
only because of the reflections upon 
himself and his state in connection 
with the Lorimer s ase, the venerable 
senator said that he had not thought 
It becoming In him to discuss the 
Lori mar case, either publicly or pri­ 
v a c y . 
' When the time comes I shall vote 
according to the dictates of my con 
science,” he said. 
"On 
the 
Ave 
different occasions 
when the people of Illinois signally 
honored me by electing me to the 
senate,” he continued, after reviewing 
his various political contests, “ there 
was not even the slightest suggestion 
on the j>art of any one of corruption 
or wrongdoing in the legislature in 
connection with my election. 


A Strict Party Man. 


"A s a camiidate for the legislature, 
as a candidate for congress, as a . an­ 
tidate for governor, as a candidate 
for Knifed States senator no one has 
ever charged that a single dollar was 
used to influence any voter to vote 
for me or corruptly to influence an> 
member of the legislature to vote for 
n e I havi* always been a strict party 
man. and am now, and have always 
received 
the 
aup|K>rt of my party 
when a candidate for public office. 
"These are the facts. 
They speak 
for themselves. That is all I have to 
say concerning myself. 
"T h at corruption has existed on the 
part of certain members of the legis­ 
lature," he said, “ should not affect 
the honor and Integrity of the whole 
state 
and 
besmirch its fair name 
throughout th*- nation. 
If Llllnois Is 
to be condemned on account of cor­ 
ruption in its legislature, there are 
few- of the great states in the Union 
not subject to similar condemnation. 
"Notwithstanding the un* ailed fo 
sympathy expressed for Illinois here 
in the senate, I want to say that the 
state will take care of Itself ansi will 
unquestionably sweep away any cor 
rupiton thi»! may exist." 
Senator Lorimor has gone to Chi 
* ago. There has hs*en a renewal of the 
rumors that strong pressure Is being 
brought to h.-ar to get him to resign 
from the senate and thus relieve hi- 
<’ol!eagwes of the necessity of voting 
tin the question of excluding him. 
Senator Lorimer was told before he 
departed tor Chicago that he could 
not hoi>e to retain his seat. Senator?* 
who are outspoken in his favor ad 
mil ted tiiat a auhstntial majority of 
tile senators are in favor of excluding 
him. 
Senator Lori mar's friends explained 
(hat his hasty de|>arture to Chicago 
was due to the necessity of obtaining 
reatment for a throat affection that 
has troubled him for years. 
Many senator* were inclined to as 


sh late Mr. P rim e r'* departure for 
Chicago with a report that he is con 
sidering the wisdom of retiring vol 
untarily from his seat In the senate 
rather than submit to being put out.
